Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-24, drawn to thermosensitjve polymers containing at least one of 
magnetic or metallic colloids. 

Group II, claim(s) 25-45, and 48-62, drawn to a process for the production of 
thermosensitive polymers. 

Group III, claim(s) 43, 46, 63, and 64 drawn to a process for the release of active agents 
from active-agent containing particles of thermosensitive polymers using a magnetic 
alternating field for magnetic induction. 

Group IV, claim(s) 44 and 47, drawn to a process for changing a physical structure of 
thermosensitive polymers. 

Group V, claim(s) 65, drawn to a use of thermosenstive polymers as a contrast- 
intensifying media in NMR diagnostics. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The application 
contains claims to more than one of the combinations of categories of inventions set 
forth by 37 CFR 1.475. 

According to 37 CFR 1.475 regarding unity of invention: 

(a) An international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or 
to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of invention is claimed in an 
application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a 
technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
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corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" 
shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

(b) An international or a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1 ) A product and a process of specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; or 

(2) A product and a process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out 
the process; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
process. 

If an application contains claims to more or less than one of the combinations of 
categories of invention set forth in paragraph (b) above, unity of invention might not be 
present. Furthermore, the determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the 
inventions are claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. 

Unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed 

inventions involving one or more special technical features. The term "special technical 

features" is defined as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which 

each of the inventions considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The 

determination is made based on the content of the claims as interpreted in light of the 

description and drawings. 



The special technical feature in Groups l-V is the thermosensitive polymer. This 
element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the 
element is shown in the prior art. West et al. (WO 01/05586, Jan. 25, 2001) teaches a 
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thermally sensitive polymer-particle composite that absorbs electromagnetic radiation 
and uses the absorbed energy to trigger delivery of a chemical (Abstract). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
